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A Story of Modern Missions 


‘The Back Side of Nowhere”’ 


D ESTINATION: Joinkrama. 

Get an early start out of Port Harcourt, 
seaport in southeast Nigeria, and drive to 
Ahoada. There, cross the swift Sombrero 
River by ferry. Take a goat trail across 
numerous stick bridges and through small 
towns—slowly, please, so the people can 
make room for your car to pass down main 
street. 

You will reach a point whereat the goat 
trail is no longer. Abandon car and walk 
about three miles down a bush path to 
Ikodu, on the bank of the Orashi River. 
After about two hours travel on the Orashi 
by canoe, you reach Joinkrama, “the back 
side of nowhere.” 

In 1942, Miss Josephine Scaggs, a South- 
ern Baptist missionary, made a trip into 
this delta region of the great Niger River 
from which Nigeria gets its name. The 
people there had been introduced to Chris- 
tianity, but they needed a missionary to 
live and work among them. 


An Unforgettable Invitation 


The following year, she conducted a 
Bible school for children in the four vil- 
lages which make up Joinkrama. As she 
was preparing to leave, a group of na- 
tional pastors pleaded with her: “Please, 
mah, if only we could have someone to 
teach us as you have taught these children. 
We have so little wisdom in leading the 
people.” 

Miss Scaggs could not forget their plea,

but when she sought permission to move, 
the Foreign Mission Board hesitated to 
send her alone into the low, undesirable 
section. She insisted that she would go 
at her own risk—and go, she did! 

A day after her arrival in Joinkrama in 
July 1954, sick people were brought to 
her door. She was a missionary; could she 
not heal them? Right there, Miss Scaggs, 
a first aid book, aspirin tablets, and quin-

There are only about 20,000 Evangeli- 
cals in Spain in a total population of 28,- 
000,000. They are a meager minority in a 
land nominally almost totally Catholic and 
with a concordat with the Vatican giving 
the Roman Church special recognition. 

Baptists number about 2600 with about 
42 churches and missions and 33 pastors. 
Some of these are fine churches with fairly 
adequate buildings. Others are tiny con- 
gregations often worshipping in rented 
quarters or in the home of a believer. There 
can be no signs on the outside with the 
name of the church and the time of serv- 
ices, and the building is not even supposed 
to give the appearance of being a place of 
worship. 






















Closing of Churches Continues 





Baptists also have a seminary in Bar- 
celona with a good faculty and adequate 
buildings. It was my privilege to speak 
twice at the seminary to the annual study 
week of Baptist young people. This is the 
same meeting that the police closed two 
years ago in Alicante giving the young peo- 
ple 24 hours to leave town when their 
program was only halfway completed. 

Spanish Baptists were justly proud of 
their fine magazine “Entre Nosotros.” In 
April of this year they were notified by the 
police to stop publication, even though 
the circulation was limited to Baptists, as 
is indicated in its name, “Among Our- 
selves.”

Baptist Publishing House in Rio Leads Crusade 
Encouraging Every Christian to Give a Bible 


Bibles for Brazil 


RIO DE JANEIRO, BRAZIL 


HE BIBLE PRESS of Brazil, a division 

of Baptist Publishing House at Rio de 
Janeiro, is hard-pressed to manufacture 
enough Portuguese Bibles for the demand 
this year. Every Christian in Brazil has 
been asked to either sell or give a Bible 
in 1958. A spirit of evangelism is seen on 
every side. 

Typical, perhaps, is the story of a for- 
mer night club dancer who recently was 
converted and baptized into a Baptist 
church. When she began buying un un- 
usually large number of Bibles, the pastor 
asked what she was doing with so many. 

“I’m giving them to my former friends,” 
she said. 

“But how can you pay for so many?” 
the pastor asked her. 

“Oh, that’s easy,” she replied, “I use 
my beer money. I used to drink a lot, but 
now I am buying Bibles with that beer 
money.” 

The first Bible to be printed in Brazil 
was published by the Baptist printing plant 
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in 1944. The demand of Brazilians for 
the book is illustrated by the sale of 88,000 
Bibles and 20,000 New Testaments in 
1956, and 66,000 Bibles and 20,000 New 
Testaments in 1957. Scripture portions 
also are being distributed. The 1958 em- 
phasis is expected to set an all-time record. 

In fact, Brazil is second only to the 
United States in the distribution of Bibles 
and portions of the scriptures. 


Publishing House Started 1900 


The Bible Press of Brazil is headed by 
Dr. J. J. Cowsert, a Southern Baptist mis- 
sionary who also is production manager of 
the Brazilian Baptist Publishing House, 
headed by Dr. Edgar F. Hallock. 

The publishing house had its beginnings 
in 1900, when four missionaries (led by 
providence, Dr. Cowsert writes) decided to 
merge two small monthly regional papers 
into one, the O Jornal Batista. The small 
print shops, at Bahia and Campos, were 
sold and proceeds turned into the new or- 
ganization. The population of Brazil then

was about 10-million, scattered over a 
territory as large as the U.S.A. with Alaska 
thrown in. 

Dr. W. E. Entzminger, chosen as general 
manager, built a shed back of Rio’s First 
Baptist Church to house the new editorial 
and business offices. Since there was no 
money to buy equipment for the printing 
plant, the O Jornal Batista, a four-page tri- 
monthly, was printed in the Methodist 
shops. But Dr. Entzminger wasn’t dis- 
couraged. He had a great vision of what 
a growing denomination needed to make 
it strong and capable of measuring up to 
its responsibility of winning a people to 
Christ and then indoctrinating them. 

Sunday School lessons were added. Then 
a small printing plant was established in a 
rented building. In 1915 a generous gift 
was made by Mrs. J. S. Carroll as a 
memorial to her husband, permitted the 
purchase of an old resident in the suburbs, 
adapted for a printing plant. However, the 
editorial staff, business office and book- 
store remained in the down-town section. 


Educational Work Develops 

In 1922, under the efficient direction of 
Dr. S. L. Watson, the Sunday School Board 
and Young Peoples’ Board were incor- 
porated. Every phase of the work was 
growing. Then in 1925 the first hymnal, 
with music, was published in Portuguese. 
It was printed on Bible paper, and this 
was a valuable lesson toward the printing 
of the first Bible in Brazil in 1944. 

Rev. T. B. Stover, who was directing the 
Sunday School and Young People’s depart- 
ment, became general director in 1934, 
after Dr. Watson was asked to take the Rio 
College and Seminary. Confronted with a 
rapid growing denomination and demands 
for training as well as evangelizing he 
called his Board together and laid before 
it plans for building on the property Dr. 
Watson had acquired just a short distance 
from the heart of the city. Special gifts 
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Press that printed the first Bible in Brazil 


from Mrs. Ida Bottoms and the W.M.U. 
of the Southern Baptist Convention (U.S. 
A.) enabled the work to continue beyond 
other funds available, and the building was 
completed with four stories on the front 
and two on the back. 

All phases of the Publishing House 
moved under one roof. More books, tracts, 
quarterlies and papers were printed and 
sent out. The 160,000 quarterlies pub- 
lished in 1936 compare to 800,000 quarter- 
lies in 1957. Every other phase has in- 
creased in like proportion. 

Dr. Edgar F. Hallock was chosen as 
general director, to succeed Mr. Stover 
at his death, in 1954. He is expanding the 
work on all lines; six new book stores have 
been added to the two already existing. 
There are four deposits in other cities. 
Each of the departments of the Board has 
had his personal attention, and all are go- 
ing forward in promoting the Baptist de- 
nomination of Brazil. 

“Like the Chambered Nautilus the Pub- 
lishing House had outgrown its shell by 
1945,” Dr. Cowsert says. “The adding of 
another floor did not satisfy the needs. In 
1950 the Board decided to move the print- 
ing plant back to the suburbs. It bought 
seven acres, in a splendid location, where 
the workers had first class transportation. 
No longer would we have to climb stairs; 
it would be on one floor. We built a quon- 
set type shop 100 feet wide and 354 feet 
long, thinking that this would give plenty 
of space for many years to come. An ex- 
tension of 214 feet by 100 feet that was 
necessary has now been completed.”

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World Relief 


Work Continues 


One chapter in relief work was finished 
and some others continued by the Execu- 
tive Committee of the Baptist World AI- 
liance, meeting in Ruschlikon in August. 

The closed chapter is the Hungarian 
refugee relief and resettlement program, 
sponsored by a special subcommittee of the 
Relief Committee. The job of caring for 
details of closing out the Hungarian work 
in Austria was assigned to a committee 
headed by the Rev. Dr. Josef Nordenhaug, 
of Ruschlikon, chairman of the subcom- 
mittee for Hungarian Relief. Committee- 
men include Dr. Edwin A. Bell, Zurich; 
Dr. George Sadler, Ruschlikon-Zurich; 
and Rev. Joseph Rabenau, Vienna, Austria. 

Twelve Hungarian refugees of Baptist 
church membership still remain in need in 
Austria, and they will be cared for by 
this committee. The committee will also 
have responsibility for distribution of some 
funds that remain. 

In terminating the committee that had 
worked in Austria for the past two years, 
the Executive Committee expressed thanks 
for a job well done. 


300 Refugees Aided 


In an earlier report, Dr. Nordenhaug 
said that 200,000 Hungarian refugees had 
fled to Austria from October 1956 to Au- 
gust 1957. Baptists from all over the world 
contributed, through the Hungarian Re- 
liéf Committee, $200,000 to aid these refu- 
gees. A camp for Baptist refugees was es- 
tablished where 200 Hungarian refugees 
‘(including 173 Baptists) were aided. 
Through this camp and other means, par- 
ticularly the Baptist church in Vienna, the 
Baptist group cared for 300 refugees, 262 
of whom were Baptists. 

Funds for the Hungarian relief work in 
Austria were provided by gifts of Baptists 
in the U.S.A., Austria, Australia, Canada,

STATEMENT BY THE BWA 
RELIEF COMMITTEE 


It has been the policy of the Baptist 
World Alliance, since organization of its 
Relief Department in 1947, to help all 
Baptists in need of assistance wherever 
they happen to be in the world. 


Attention has been called recently to 
certain individuals, acting usually under 
the name of specialized organizations, who 
have been soliciting gifts for relief of 
Baptist people overseas. Sometimes only 
a small percentage of these contributions 
reach the intended beneficiaries, whereas 
much is used for “expenses.” 


Your gifts, monetary or otherwise, can 
best be channeled through your local 
church, your denominational mission board, 
and the BWA Relief Department, 1628

Denmark, West Germany, England, the 
Netherlands, Norway, Sweden, and Switz- 
erland. 

In addition to providing housing, food 
and clothing for the refugees in Austria, 
the Alliance also undertook to find homes 
to resettle them. This phase of the work 
was guided by Rev. Adolph Klaupiks, re- 
lief coordinator for the Alliance. 

Special recognition was given by the 
Executive Committee to the work of Rev. 
J. Allen Moore, Southern Baptist mission- 
ary in Austria, and Dr. and Mrs. William 
Appel, special representatives of the North 
American Baptist General Conference for 
their part in the relief program. 


Other Relief Continued 

While this work in Austria was being 
concluded, the committee also turned to 
work in other parts of Europe and Asia 
and took steps to provide clothing and 
financial relief to Baptist pastors in one 
country, so that the pastors may give full 
time to their work in the churches without 
having to seek secular employment. They 
also took steps to help 210 Baptist refugees 
from Europe who are now in China. Aid 
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is to be given them while they are still in 
China insofar as that is possible, and homes 
are to be sought for them elsewhere. 

A fund of $2000 was voted to provide 
medicines in countries where Baptists are 
in need of. this special assistance. 

For its continuing Relief Work the 
Executive Committee voted to ask Baptist 
churches in the Baptist World Alliance to 
contribute $42,500 in the period between 
now and the Baptist World Congress, Rio 
de Janeiro, 1960. This will be added to 
$14,000 already available in the Relief 
Committee budget. 


BWA Administrative Committee 
Will Meet November 25 

The Baptist World Alliance Administra- 
tive Committee will meet in Washington, 
Tuesday, November 25, Dr. Theodore F. 
Adams, president, has announced. 

The Administrative Committee meets 
twice annually, in April and November. 
The Executive Committee meets each Au- 
gust, and held its 1958 session at Rusch- 
likon-Zurich, Switzerland. 


ATTENTION: Ham Radio Operators 


Edward D. McGowen, who is known to 
amateur wireless operators around the 
world as “Ed” of W 4 B K G, was present 
for the Baptist Youth World Conference 
in Toronto and there developed enthusiasm 
for a network of Baptist ham radio opera- 
tors that could keep international Baptist 
fellowship alive around the world. 

“Every church or high school, almost 
without exception, has an active ham,” 
Mr. McGowen writes. “With their nets 
they cover the United States and Canada 
daily.” 

He cites Roger Grimsley of K 4 L M X, 
Nashville, Tenn., as ‘an enthusiastic and 
active ham who has worked more than 
70 countries in the past 18 months and 
as high as 12 countries in a day.” Mr. 
Grimsley is a high school student, plan- 
ning to study for the ministry.

NIGERIA: 


Evangelism Stressed 

The Nigerian Baptist Convention, rep- 
resenting 44,205 members of 336 organ- 
ized churches and 638 preaching stations, 
reported a total of 6,378 baptisms last 
year. This is one baptism for every seven 
church members. 

In its 45th annual session at Lagos, the 
Convention voted that the Convention 
evangelistic emphasis for next year be 
placed upon establishing new preaching 
stations and churches and that every or- 
ganized church be asked to establish at 
least one preaching station during the year. 
It also adopted a goal of at least 1200 
churches and preaching stations by the 
time of the 50th Anniversary meeting five 
years hence. 


SIERRA LEONE: 
Polygamists Banned 

Bassa Baptist Church at Freetown, Sier- 
ra Leone, has voted unanimously to admit 
no polygamists to membership in the 
church hereafter. Dr. F. C. Morton, sec- 
retary of the Baptist Commonwealth and 
Colonial Society of Great Britain, says: 
“This unanimous decision has not been ar- 
rived at hastily but has been the subject of 
much careful thought and prayer for many 
months. 

“The lovable and responsive Bassas have 
only in recent years had European leaders 
and have lived their lives according’ to 
tribal customs, and this important decision 
is evidence of their response to the fuller 
Christian teaching they have been receiv- 
ing. They need our help, prayers, and en- 
couragement as they think out their way 
for adjusting their lives to the teaching of 
our Lord.” 

Two weeks after the vote was taken, 
Mr. Morton was privileged to conduct the 
first Christian wedding in the Bassa 
church. Myerrs Munday Dixon, the as- 
sistant pastor, was married in the Christian 
way to Ajuah Topec, his tribal wife. They 
stood side by side before the communion 
table, the bride dressed in white, and made 
their vows to one another and to God, 
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“tjl] death do us part” and heard the words 
“whom God has joined together, let no 
man put asunder.” The wedding was an 
example that many others are expected to 
follow.

The citation, signed by the district magis- 
trate, commended Mr. Mohapatra for his 
sense of large responsibility to the district 
of Balasore and to the state of Orissa. 


HONG KONG: 
Fund Campaign Waged 

Franklin Liu, dean of students for Hong 
Kong Baptist College has returned to the 
campus following a successful visit to the 
United States in an effort to raise funds for 
the college among overseas Chinese. His 
trip was supplemented to a general fund- 
raising campaign in Hong Kong sponsored 
by the Hong Kong Baptist Association in 
celebrating its 20th anniversary. 

Hong Kong Baptist College, which holds 
an affiliation with Baylor University in 
the U.S.A., had a total enrollment of 312 
during the 1958 spring semester.

AUSTRALIA: 
New Missions Secretary 

Rev. J. D. Williams, formerly pastor of 
the North Adelaide Baptist church, is the 
new general secretary of the Australian 
Baptist Foreign Mission, succeeding Rev. 
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Introducing the Executive Committee: 
Tun Shein ' 
Rev. Tun Shein, general secretary of the 
Burma Baptist Convention, was added to 
the Baptist World 
Alliance Executive 
Committee at the 
London Congress in 
1955. 
The son of a Bap- 
tist minister, Mr. 
Shein was educated 
at Kothabyu High 
School, Bassein and 
Judson College in 
Rangoon. After sev- 
eral years as a teach- 
er and business man, 
he entered divinity school at Insein in 1941 
but his education was interrupted by war 
in 1942, and he served with the Dr. Gord- 
on Seagraves hospital unit and the U. S. 
Army during the Chinese-Burma War. 

Mr. Shein was the first full-time secre- 
tary of the Bassein-Myaungmya Sgaw 
Karen Baptist Association (1947) and the 
first full-time secretary of the Karen Bap- 
tist Convention (1950), before becoming 
general secretary of the Burma Baptist 
Convention in 1953. 

He attended the first assembly of the 
World Council of Churches in Amsterdam, 
Holland, 1948, the BWA Jubilee Congress 
in London, 1955, and the East Asia 
Christian Conference at Prapat, Indonesia, 
1957. He serves on both the Executive 
Committee and the Relief Committee of 
the Baptist World Alliance and was a mem- 
ber of the nomination committee of the 
London Congress.

Curriculum Expanded 

The Baptist Theological College, Sydney, 
will commence a new course of training 
for Christian workers at the beginning of 


its 1959 session. In common with other 
theological institutions, the College has 
heretofore provided training in theology 
only. Future courses will include training 
for directors of religious education, mis- 
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sionaries, deaconesses, wives, and fiancees 
of ministerial students, and training for un- 
specified service. Trustees are negotiating 
an area of 50 acres on which to establish 
the new campus. 


Active in Relief Work 


Australian Baptists continue to aid their 
brethren in several areas of the world. Rev. 
P. J. Hayes is Australian Relief representa- 
tive, and other members of the relief com- 
mittee are Rev. E. Clatworthy and Rev. A. 
C. Prior. 

A gift of £200 has been sent to Jamaica 
toward restoration after earthquake dam- 
age. Australian relief workers, Rev. and 
Mrs. V. Chataway, are carrying on work in 
Korea and another large consignment of 
drugs and vitamin tablets has been for- 
warded to them. 

The Australian committee also has funds 
set aside to help Baptist refugees in China 
to migrate to Australia as visas are ob- 
tained. Another relief proposal is for the 
rehabilitation of Christians in India and 
‘Pakistan by purchasing land upon which to 
settle them. 


NEW GUINEA: 
Break-Through at Telefolmin 

Only four years ago primitive people of 
Telefolmin savagely massacred two patrol 
officers and gave every intention of mur- 
dering Australian Baptist missionary, Rev. 
N. Draper. 

Missionaries continued their evangelistic 
work in the area, however, and their suc- 
cess in gaining a spiritual break-through 
in Telefolmin was indicated in a wireless 
message received by Australian Baptist rep- 
resentatives on August 25. 

On Sunday morning, according to the 
radio message, two Bible school boys had 
approached Mr. Don Doull and told him 
they had decided to leave their old ways 
and follow Christ. Mr. Doull asked them 
to openly confess their new faith, and give 
their testimony at the morning service. 

In a hushed atmosphere, both young men 
appealed to their fellow countrymen in 
the crowded church to follow their ex- 
ample and acknowledge Christ as their 
Saviour. 
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Mr. Doull suggested that if there were 
any who would really like to follow the 
boys’ example and accept Christ, he would 
meet them in the Bible School building that 
night. 

This gave the people opportunity to 
think the matter over during the day and 
really make a definite and positive decision. 
The result was that 20 Bible School boys 
and 30 other village people came to the 
Bible School that night and declared them- 
selves openly for Christ. 

With the gradual mastery of the Tele- 
folmin language through the splendid 
linguistic work of Rev. G. McArthur, and 
the distribution of translations of portions 
of Scripture and other doctrinal statements 
designed to lead the natives to an under- 
standing of Christ, missionaries at Telefol- 
min have been conscious of a spiritual 
growth among these Mim-Min people. 


NEW ZEALAND: 
Evangel’sm Brings Results 


Dr. Lawrence A. North, general secre- 
tary of the Baptist Union of New Zealand, 
reports that the past five years have seen 
a marked advance in Baptist work in New 
Zealand. The number of churches has 
increased from 105 to 127 and the mem- 
bership from 11,000 to 13,000. Nine new 
churches were welcomed at the 1958 As- 
sembly. 

The college is steadily increasing the 
number of students in training for the min- 
istry and missionary service. A new resi- 
dential wing is being added to the building 
at a cost of £20,000. 

Rev. F. H. Carter, who in 1957 con- 
ducted many successful missions in West 
Australia, has been appointed full-time 
evangelist for the Union. The missions will 
be church-centered and their aim will be to 
win people into church membership. 

Steps are being taken for the establish- 
ment of a Board of Christian Education. A 
recent visit to New Zealand by Dr. W. L. 
Howse, director of the division of educa- 
tion, Southern Baptist Convention, stimu- 
lated interest in the program of All-Ages 
Sunday schools. Some of the churches are 
planning to put the program into operation 
forthwith.

It was built 
by Sir Christopher Wren after the Great 
Fire of 1666. The new high altar was 
dedicated to the 335,000 Commonwealth 
dead in. the two world wars. 


Medical Ministry in Cuba 


Three years ago Rev. Pedro Obella, pas- 
tor of the Third Baptist Church of Santi- 
ago, Cuba, with the help of Dr. Maria E. 
Rodridguez, a Christian woman doctor, 
started a dispensary in connection with the 
church. Dr. Rodriguez has been given 
many medical supplies, and has influenced 
other doctors in the community to give a 
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part of their time to this work, which offers 
free treatment to the patients who come. 

During the last eighteen months the dis- 
pensary has taken care of 2,500 children, 
and given away $5,000 worth of medicine; 
has treated 747 children for parasites, and 
procured dental service for 100 other chil- 
dren. A religious service is held for the 
mothers who bring their children to the 
dispensary.

ine joined forces to open the first clinic— 
however unofficial—in Joinkrama. 

Her primary intention was to work with 
the women and girls, but so compelling was 
the cry of poorly prepared pastors that she 
organized a school for these men and 
taught them such subjects as Bible, the- 
ology, English, and music. From _ this 
school have come all the pastors for the 
more than fifty churches and preaching 
stations of the Joinkrama area. 

She also helped establish Baptist day 
schools in several villages in the Delta. 

She visits regularly in the Baptist hos- 
pital at Joinkrama, which evolved from 
her unofficial clinic in 1945, and she makes 
numerous field trips by jeep, bicycle, and 
canoe into the other areas of the Delta. 
Often she is the only white person traveling 
in the party on such trips. She is respected 
by men and women; never has she related 
any incident of subjection to harm or 
offense. 


“Seek Ye First’ 


Co-workers say she has been known to 
gather flowers in a vase for an overnight 
camp set up on a field trip. Something 
about beauty and a beautiful life, they 
say. 

“A remarkable sense of humor, the life 
of any party,” fellow missionaries speak 
of her. When she first went to Joinkrama, 
they questioned “why Jo, who was such a 
gay and sociable person, should go to live 
in that far away place.” 

Perhaps the answer comes from the river 
people themselves, whose faces wreathe 
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with smiles upon the mention of her name. 
Perhaps it is revealed in the way others 
always speak of those among whom she 
works as “her people.” Perhaps the why 
is explained in the definition of such 
words as “love” and “concern.” 

On February 7, 1956, Miss Scaggs re- 
ceived the Member of the British Empire 
award from Her Majesty Queen Elizabeth 
II for “outstanding service to God and to 
the British Empire.” A Joinkrama boy re- 
marked of the occasion: “Now I under- 
stand what the Lord meant when he said, 
‘Seek ye first the kingdom of God, and his 
righteousness; and all these things shall be 
added unto you.’”

RUSSIAN BAPTISTS LOVE TO SING 


Dr. W. O. Lewis, former general secretary of the Baptist World Alliance, 
has said that Russian Baptists love to sing and that they sing better and more 
enthusiastically than any other church people he knows. This observation is 
restated by a Finnish Baptist who writes concerning his visit to a Baptist church 
at Leningrad. Our correspondent writes: 

“The spirit of the meeting was powerful and warm. How earnestly they 
listened to the Word. As there were so few songbooks the leader read aloud 
each verse to be sung, and then it was sung. The singing was wonderful. 
It was four-part singing as is often the case in Russian meetings. The singing 
of Russian Christians has always been wonderful, but now it seemed to burst 
the heart. That singing had been learned in the deep waters of sorrow and 
grief. It was singing inspired by the Spirit, and at times rang in clear silver 
tunes and again in thundering bass like the powerful roar of falling waters. We 
listened to the singing with tears in our eyes. Especially moving was the last 
song sung on our knees: Nearer my God to Thee, nearer to Thee, Ev’n though 
it be a cross that lifted me. It seemed as if that plain church had expanded its 
walls and shone of the power of the heavenly tunes.”

ITALY: 
Baptist Pastor, Mayor in 
, Dispute Over Church Building 

A Baptist pastor at Sant’ Angelo, Italy 
and the mayor of nearby Veroli are locked 
in a dispute over whether the Baptist con- 
gregation has a right to build a new 
church. 

Rev. Graziano Cannito had already be- 
gun to construct the edifice which is to 
accommodate some 250 parishioners now 
worshipping in an old garage. But Mayor 
Antonio Baldassar, whose city council ad- 
ministers Sant’ Angelo, ordered the pastor 
to tear down what already has been built. 

The mayor threatened to send police- 
men to do the job if his orders were not 
carried out, maintaining that Pastor Can- 
nito started building without a permit. The 
minister, on the other hand, declared that 
the order to tear down the structure was 
based on religious discrimination and asked 
the workers to return to their job. They 
did not, and one said police had forbidden 
them to enter the church premises. 

Sant’ Angelo counts 278 Baptists among 
its 428 residents, according to the As- 
sociated Press. 


RUSSIA: 
Students Return Home 

Four young Russian Baptists who have 
been studying at theological schools in 
England the past two years have returned 
to their homes in Russia. They are Ilia 
Orlov, Michael Zhidkov, Alexei Kiruk- 
hantchev and Matthew Melnik. 

A salute of appreciation for courtesies 
handed to them by British Baptists was 
written by Mr. Orlov and published in the 
Baptist Times. 

Dr. Ernest A. Payne, secretary of the 
Baptist Union, said that “as far as I 
know, no other similar group from the 
Soviet Union, in any field of learning, has 
spent two whole years studying in this 
country.”

congregations with great sacrifice have 
renovated or erected buildings only to be 
denied the right to use them. In other 
communities there has been no difficulty, 
so a congregation never knows what to ex- 
pect. 

The Second Baptist Church in Madrid, 
its sanctuary sealed shut by the police for 
several years, has finally yielded to the in- 
evitable. It has merged with the Third 
Baptist Church in that city to form the 
Prosperity Baptist Church and hopes to 
find another meeting place. One can only 
hope and pray the new church will prosper 
in a different situation. 


Right to Marry Is Denied 

Subtle persecution is especially noted in 
smaller communities. Evangelicals are 
sometimes denied jobs or put out of apart- 
ments. Their children are taunted or har- 
assed in public schools, so that children of 
evangelical families are sent to private 
schools whenever possible. 

The chief difficulty at present centers 
around the right to marry. Legislation 
passed in 1956 provides that there shall be 
no civil marriage in Spain except for non- 
Catholics. Young people from Baptist 
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families as a rule have little difficulty in 
getting a license for a civil marriage. 
Young people who received Catholic bap- 
tism in infancy find it almost impossible 
to get such permission, though they have 
renounced their Catholic ties and become 
faithful Baptists. 

The problem is to prove that they are 
non-Catholic in the face of the position of 
the Catholic church—‘once a Catholic, 
always a Catholic.” Catholic church au- 
thorities are usually silent and give no as- 
sistance, though such cases are usually re- 
ported by the judge to the local bishop. It 
is most discouraging and frustrating for 
Evangelical couples who want to marry to 
be told by a judge who is a Catholic to get 
a statement that they are non-Catholics 
from the bishop, when they know perfectly 
well that the bishop will say and do noth- 
ing. One young man was recently told by 
the secretary of the bishop when he ap- 
plied for such a statement, “You say you 
are not a Catholic. We are here to help 
only Catholics.” When the young man 
asked again only for a simple statement to 
show the judge the secretary simply an- 
swered, “The interview is closed.” 

Situations differ in different localities. 
Can you imagine the despair of another 
Baptist couple who took the required 
papers to the judge and asked to be mar- 
ried? The secretary examined the papers 
and said “Your papers are all in order.” 
Half an hour later, after a conference with 
the judge, he told the couple, “You will 
not be married. The judge simply will not 
marry you.” 

As a rule statements signed by Baptist 
pastors or church leaders that the couple 
are faithful Baptists are ruled insufficient to 
prove they are non-Catholics and even 
notarized papers are usually considered in- 
adequate. Some couples at great expense 
have even tried court action without suc- 
cess. The result is that some Baptist cou- 
ples have had to postpone their marriage 
for two years or more and face the dismal 
prospect that they may never be able to be 
legally married under the present interpre- 
tation of the law. 

Is the price of following our conscience 
and becoming a Baptist in Spain to be that 
one can never marry and have a Christian 
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home? It would almost seem so at present. 
Here is a virtual denial of one of the basic 
freedoms—the right to change one’s re- 
ligion—contained in the Declaration of 
Human Rights of the United Nations. 


Catholics Held Responsible 


For this deplorable situation Roman 
Catholics in Spain are responsible. They 
make the laws of the land and they in- 
terpret them as their church desires and 
teaches. A writer in the American Catholic

paper “Our Sunday Visitor,” commenting 
on my recent article about persecution of 
Baptists in Colombia, said that when Cath- 
olics predominate they naturally make laws 
that favor Catholics. That is what has hap- 
pened in Spain and that is exactly where 
Baptists take issue with Catholics. We be. 
lieve that all faiths should be equal be- 
fore the law and that no faith should have 
special privileges because it is in a majority 
and no faith should suffer disabilities be- 
cause it is a minority.

If this is so it might be interesting to think 
in terms of having different parts of our 
world family take special responsibility for 
united prayer to cover every hour of the 
week. 

This may sound rather mechanical, but it 
would seem to me to have possibility of value.
